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TasKB is no subject on nrhidi men have differed 
8o widely as tbat of General History; for resting 
entirely on the true or fiilse evidence of pre- 
o^ng writeks, without the possibility of a re- 
petitiuD of facte, it has in its detail become com- 
moD matter of controversy, and the victim of 
Cuhioadile sceptioiani, or premature credulity. 
When -the wandering ^ tribes, the dissociations 
of costineats and irianda, and the irruptions of 
seas Asd oceans are taken ibto consideration, 
hfatory is a motley af^cg«te of blanks, truth, 
fklsclioDd, and coigectures ; but in the account 
of particular plaoes, it is a relative sdeuce, kaviogf . 
a commencement and succession of 'Gveuts ; tins ' 
is the case ia the annals of Gkeat Yakmouth. 

The researches of learned men on the affinity 
of language, and similarity of national habits, 
have wuformly taoded to prove that prior to the

abort extent of European annikls and general 
intercourse, the people of Britain and Gaul 
practised the same ceremonies of religion, were 
subject to similar fonni of goYernment, and 
used the .same language. This deduction, is 
mAre evidentTy'true, as the remaining dialed 
of tbe Celtic, or ancient language of Europe, 
have been found of important use in explaining 
a number of particulars which the ancient writers 
either miiunderstood, or left to potterity on dmoat 
unintelligible -recoM. 

The Ganls of the Continent, obserni^ As 
]<^y woods and towering hills of onr native; 
Isle, gave Ittiie name of Albion or Aiban, whidi 
signifies the high w hilly country, and is at this 
time the Celtic appellation of Soetbind. In our 
own country, tbe ancient names are all of this 
universally Celtic origin ; thus tbe inhatHtaats of 
our Island, partial to their native soil, gave -it 
tlie name of Britain, or Pleasant Appearance; 
if a river flowed in a meaodring course. It was 
called the Bungay*, or the Camf; another

That part of Britain la -whidi &e nibject 
iDttter of thifthistorio ecMy,ia ritaiated, prqjeota 
out to the north east, aod forma a promontory 
or headbukt ; the uMneBta called .thia projection 
leea or 'OeDooaB, the headland; and the in- 
liabitaBta of this district were called. hy the, 
Romans, Icenit uid Ceninaau. . It ia apparent 
Ibmt in early tiiAes the eaatern ooast «f daelcani 
was dissociated by »n seitau-y, wbtdi terminated 
at.Nwwicb, and extended on the aorth to 
. Stmmpshaw, Halvecgate, Stokesby, andCaistor; 
and on the south to Tburtoo, Hadiacoe, Bni^

The Romant, 
after their oonqtiest of Britain, introduced their 
own laws, religion, customs, andlanguage, anA 
the names of places were latinized ; thus Ijondin, 
Gobeni, Mawrdin, and CariaDoo,1l>ecame length- 
ened out by the addition of a Roman termination, 
into Londinum, Qobaninm, MariduDuvi, and Ga^ 
rianonum. 

It is rdated by Taeitiu, that Prssytagna (Fat~ 
necked), ehief of the Iceni, made the emperor 
Nero coheir with his onn two daughters, in 
hopes of retaining to his family one ht^ ui his 
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.dominiona, bf BKcrifirang the other to Roman 
ambilioD. Notwithatanding tlus politic dispowl 
of power, the ftith of party was violated on the 
death of Prasytasus, apd biq. family becune the 
victims of dishonor and cruelty. Severe <^- 
pressioD towards individuals of courage Mdin- 
trefudiLy, is oa ev&ey occasion a stinuilns to 
activity. Boadicea, (he consort of thia detseased 
Prince, vras actuated by tbisprinfHple, and led 
her subjects to the 6eld, to avenge berv^lf of the 
^mnies of her country, and the authors of her 
perstoual wrong. The military actions of this 
patriotic hermue were prions, and the victories 
Hbe gained were great, rapid, and sucoessiTe. 
But that courage which requires the aversion or 
support of others to stimulate, is secondary a^d 
dqiendent; it proceeds from an exteraid souree, 
and its continuance entirely rests on tbe.ui^o^ 
increase. of that cguse frpm which it originated; 
and such was tbe: case with Boadioea. Want qf 
success lessened her courage, defeat became iu- 
supportable, aqd the qneieu «f the Xoewi* like 
another Ocopat^n, hMtily ttinpijoated iiec ex- 
istence by that bupA whifb. ^^ thpu^t tP have 
Iteen given her, eiAh«r to, protang w, t» Qrush it. 

Probably it was after ithis .defeat, that the 
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RomaiM built the aias&ag Oarianonnm, noif 
called Burgh Ciuitle. 

Tbis stBtion is ftn irregidar parallelogram, 
rounded at the coniera, 214 yards. in length, 
from north to suutfa, and in width, from east to 
west, about half that extent. On the north and 
east, and some part of the south, the walls are 
still runeioing, and measure 14 feet in height, 
and 9 in breadth. The wall is defended on the 
east by four massive towers; oa the north, by 
one, and formerly on the south by another op- 
poute to this, whidi is now thrown down. It 
does not appear that this camp was ever fortified 
on the western side, and it is most likely th^t 
the sea Wfished its waUs, and answered the double 
purpose of defence and communication. Thte 
walls are faced with alternate layers of brick and 
fiint, which give this camp a very striking ap- 
pearance of graadeur and beauty. 

It was bustemary widi the Romans to make 
tbeir bridts thin and wide, and the iD^ehtion aa 
well as the names were of Gallic origin. The 
Didortm* btrre been exptmed with mudiin-

genuity, by die -very able, and now no man. 
La Tour D'Auvergne Corret, first grenadier of 
France. The Liydioii, or wUle bricks (equivaleat 
to the I^iM Latent) employed in the wsUb Of 
Oartanonum, are a ff>ot and a lialf long, one 
foot broad, and an inch and a half thick, and 
answer precisely to the description and measive- 
ment given by PUny. 

Historians have generally admired this situa- 
tion of GariaDoDum, as it commanded theiestuary, 
and no vessels could sul in or oot ^e bay widi- 
ont the cognizance and pleasure of the garrrison. 
This reflection, notwithstanding its universality, 
is incorrect ; for tiie garrison consisted of the 
Stablesian -Horse, and was intended to keep the 
conquered inhabitants under subjection, without 
way relation lo' the nstuary, whose waiea- bad 
not yet become the medium of commerce. To 
tUnk as the anelentt did on sutgects of antiqtuty, 
is very difficult to a modern; but abtiolutely 
necessary. Modem diseoreries must not, upon

Oarianonum* is now converted into a c<»ii 
field, and ihe nails wliich formerly aSbrded 
protection to men who delighted in trw, ahelter 
the productioos of nature, and aasist the paofic 
labours of the husbandman. What jAilosopher, 
what christian, does not wiph to see a)l the forti- 
fications in the world etHiierted to the same 
bountiful purpose i 

On the retirement of the Romans, the eaat^qi 
coast of this country became exposed to t^ 
depredations of the Nonoaniu, Saxons, a^

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Danes. In 43d, the Saxons, who fa»d est^- 
lished ti colony here, were promoted to audtorfty, 
ftnd entrusted wiA eenfidenoe; and Hengist tiieir 
leader appointed Comittif ^e- Saxon Shore. 

The Saxon Uoe^r, or Meroenarii*, haviDl; 
-UBumed the government of h people whom they 
bad engag^ to Bcrre. and defend, were in their 
turn annoyed by the Danes : and Britain in this 
manner experienced a succession of colonizations 
nnd conquests. ' 

Every MflBtry reikieed iuid«r tbe'contnxd <tf 
a foreign power, undo-goes a partial (Grange of 
laws, language, manners, and customs. Tbe 
Ikrokds ot die Danes were noquesUonably at- 
-tanded'Witb snefa innovaUons; but the period 
dufin^ ifcbielr they Imld the government of 
England ' i» tery obscbre, and nnreoorded Ity 
the' tale of tradition. - To an obscurity thds 
general and ooatinued, it cannot be expected thttt 
the dnjomscribed limUs of topography should 
iaffitrd any elucidation. . However, in comparing 
provincial idioms, and names of places in Xorfolk 
and Suflblk, with their correspondent exprcssionB 
in the Danish language, there needs but little 
* Frau Leog-hire and Qffjr-meiii 
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iageuoity to deriTe those peculiariUeflTrom their 
true source; nor -would it require' any grettt 
eflfort of ^eoiuB, or stwe of erudition, to U«ce 
theioquiry still furtiier, to u toctttiiwct etymob^y 
witli events, and ultimately throw some light on 
^e I>aDO- English period of Instory.

If any erecBt Can bo given to verbal irti-' 
^on, or' a aurTcy' taken ib the year 1000,' 
it may be adoritUd 'tiist the dstnary of the IceiA' 
be^Q to disappear In tiie begtening of theliftb 
century. The aatid near. its entraace iraa col- 
lected by lh« waters, Jtito a bask, of stability and 
estent, R^early as '405; for -we fintl that Centic, 
ft warlike Saxon,' with Cenric his son, landed 
there fn>m five ships, with a hil^e body of men, 
about that time, And that the port was iu ctin- 
settuence called' Cerdic Shore. ' The bank in' 
the tine of Cerdic, had two harbAurs, one at ' 
Oaistor, lind the other at Gorleatob, wherdiy 
the waters of ttie Yare, and odier rivers which 
formed the bay, entered the sea ; it waa sitnate 
in'52* 87' north latitude, sind 1* 44' east longi- 
tude from London, and precisely the same ground 
oq which Yarmouth' stands. In the more early 
tines huts andoerroughs* were the sole wealth 
of the place, and ita inhid>itanls fishermen. Such 
is commerce in its infancy; and' such wtts the 
origin of Great Yarmouth. 

A singular traditional story is related by Sir 
Henry Spelman, mentioning lis antiquity, that

being tbe perpetrator oi tb^ horrid vst, and 
atti^buted It solely to fklmund, King of the 
East Angles. Hiqguar and Uubba imioediately 
raised an army ot 20,000 men, and taking Ben 
for their guide, auddenly ravaged all East Angha, 
overcante Bdmund, took Imbi prisoBcr, and soon 
after beheaded bun ; and by thWo meaaa put an 
end to the East Angles, in the year 870. 

Gbeat Yarmouth is utuated at tbe nioulb of 
the river Yare, where it influxes wi^ ihe British 
Ocean, and lies in tbe Hundred of East FIegg> 
at the eaatem extremity of the County of Nqrfolk, 
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lAere the river divide)) iflrtitt ShilMk; »pixt 
of whiehj called SonHh Town, Weet T-owai or 
IJHle Ya^moatb, is wftbia' the Juriis^bUoa rf'. 
Great Yurmouai. ' 

It has sent two RepresentatiTes to Parliament 
woce the teign of E<hranl I. whftare clUWen l>y 
the harghers,' being freSmen by sepvitude'or Hl- 
heritance. The town is governed by a Mftjwr, 
annually elected Ahgust 29, and awoni iata 
office, Septeiubar 29, who is a Justice 'of the ■ 
Peace for life : the other offioWa ^ ihe ■ Corpo- 
ration, are the Hlgh^teward, Rdeord^j Sub- ■ 
Steward; 'D^uty-MayorjJiratiees (tf tReJPeaoe, 
dghteen Aldermen, a ToWn Clerk, th**ty-s(Ti 
CommoiT' Cbuneihaen, two OhftmbetWrisi a 
Water Bailiff, Sec. The mimber ' of TOteS is 
about 1100, andtheReturomgOJGCer, the Mayor. 

The town contains »n ai^&of 138 adres; is 

divided into eight wards, formerly four leets; 
lies nortit and south, upon the east banks <rf the 
Yare and BiiTe, about two miles from the' 
haven's teoutb, and nearly half a mile from the 
9ea eastwaid : Itisin extent fWim irOrtli to south 
]'7T0 yards, and BOS' from east to west: has four 
pnncipal streets and IfiS ' narrow lanes^ called 
roeM. It it encompassed wMi a wttll 9340 yards 
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in iMgtb, on which were 16 towers Mid tea 
gates. The town extends along the rirer 3030 
yurds, which, with the wall, makes the wh<^ 
circuit 4370 yardi, or two niiles and thirty-foHr 
chains. 

Among the peculiarities of thu pUoe, i» the 
genera) use of a low narrow cart, well adapted 
ttf the confined rows or lanes, through which it 
must pass. It is drawn by a single horse, and 
is much employed in conveying goods to and 
from the shipping. Formerly others, more 
elegantly made, went by the name of Yarmouth 
coaches, were let for urings to the fort, along 
tiie denes, or to other places in the environs. 
Every stranger made a point of being drawn in 
one of these vehicles, by way of amusementi or, 
at least, to have the credit of riding in one of the 
most whimsical carriages which any place in the 
kingdom can produce. 

it is distant from London 133 miles, between 
which a mail coach passes every day : a machine 
sets out to, and arrives from Norwich, (24 miles). 
twice every day, except Saturday, in summer, 
and once in winter. It is also distant fix>m 
North Walsham 35 miles; from Beccles 15; 
Bungay 20, and from Liowestoft 9. 
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The town wu 8ud to have coDtuned 15,000 
iobabitautB, but now computed at 30,000, wbo 
mTTy on an extensive maritiiiie trade, for whidi 
purpose Yarmoatfa is very advantageously situ- 
ated ; haviog the benefit of the rirera Bure, Yare, 
and Waveney, nafigable for keels of 40 tons 
burthen. Besides the mackarel, herring, and 
north sea fisheries, there is a trade to Norway 
and the Baltic, for deals, oak, pitch and tar, and 
other naval stores, which are chiefly consumed 
in building ships in the dock -yards here; tho 
exportation of corn and malt, is sud tu have 
•mounted to 330,000 quarters a year, and the 
importaUon of coals, is flowed to be 36,000 
ehildrons annually, on an average ; with 9thet 
articles of merchandize from the North. These 
work the heavy goods from London, consigned 
for Norwich, Beccles, Bungay, Aylsham, &o. 
accBsioo much business, and employ abundance 
of hands for navigating and ship-biulding. 

The seamen employed here by tho merchants, 
are esteemed the best in England ; and, though 
Yarmouth is not so large as Norwich, it is 
generally reckoned, iu proportion to its extent, 
superior in trade and wealdi ; for upwards of half 
a century ago, above 1100 vessels belonged to 
this port, besides the ships which the merchanta 
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«f this toini were otniers ff, or ai>DC«iine4il, at

Jead* to aa ok|^t a foriud, and good pro- 
piwtimN4 toom, m pertit^ Um kinfdom can 
]Hwdn«e, Tbe <»niioe, fret mtk, and richly 
embosaed ceiling in atuooo, do nwdi credit to the 
artist; from the top deaceod three large and 
rtdbHMit laatres, carrying 7fl ligh^: over the 
dumney-plaoe ia flw &dl-l«ngth portrait of King 
Qnvge II. in his corqna^n robaa, in a superb 
frame, embelliihe^ with icnaifiis ef royalty. 

It is here (by the peinissioD of the Mayor] 
the assembUes are held. At the end of the room, 
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near tbe orchestra, is an apartment appropriated 
to tea and cards. 

The Fistiermeo's Hoepital is of a qiudran- 
gular form, and contains 20 rooms on the ground 
floor; into each of which is admitted one old 
fisherman and his wife, with tbe followiog allow- 
ances : 2s. 6d. per week during winter, and 2s. 
during summer, and one chaldron of coals per 
annum. If a fisherman die, his widow must quit 
the Hospital at a certain time, unless another 
fisherman, who is already ^re, agrees to marry 
her. 

The Hospital-School was founded, and is sup- 
ported by the corporation. Thirty boys and 
twenty ^rls, are fed, clothed, and taught; and 
at proper agea, bound out apprentices. 

The Charity-Scbool is supported by VQluntary 
subscriptions. Seventy boys and thirty girb are 
clothed and taught; and ninety sunday boy* and 
fifty Sunday giria receive moral instruction,, and 
are learned to read. 

The Laacaatriau School, which was founded 
in 1613, educates 180 boys, and is luj^rted by 
T<4antary aid. 
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The Work-hdu3e has nothing t6 recommend 
it, but the excellent purpose for whicli it in 
adapted ; nhere last year was distributed, about 
12,000^. to relieve the sufferings of the indigent 
and iniirni. 

The Theatre was erected in 1778, is neat, and 
well adapted to its destination. The Norwich 
company of Comedians, under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Bellamy, perform here a certain 
jiumber of weeks in summer, whose study to 
please, is rewarded by encouragement. ' 

The Market-Place is generally esteepned _the 
most spacious tn the kingdom. If is supplied 
eyery Wednesday and Saturday with such' an 
astouislringTariety of provisions, fniit, and vege- 
tables, as can scarcely be equalled in' any omer 
market; and are sold at lower prices than in any 
otlier British sea port. ' On' the east bide 
butchers' and fishermen's shambles occupy neafly 
the whole faiige-; wTiile'on the west, is a great 
clispliiy of excellent shops, stoi'ed whh the b'efct of 
all sorts of goods, and the occupiers bave the 
character of great civility, . 

' The Bath-House stands on tbe bcacb, and 
fioinmands a beautiful view of the roads. The 
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TMtUmle is a iwst aad weUt-pr»poriioned roona. 
On the j-ig^ oif tfae entraaoe are (omr doaett, 
haTng ea^ a door into tbe bath-mom. This 
bath it 15 fact by 8, and ia .appropriRled for 
.gcatlemeo. A aiDuUr one.ia assigned for the 
U8U of thehtdiea. 

Tlie •«• irster is raiwd erery tide, by a 
'h(»ie>mill, into a rcservtur, nt the diBtance of 
00 yards fwa tke baths, into nhich it ia caa- 
Tay«d.by«cfMTate pifws. Ia sbcrt, the accooi^ 
■flmdatioaB .bwe we perfWly adapted eidier to 
the bather for beidtb, or pleaaure : the aUend- 
ance is good, and the charges are reasonable. 

Hot salt water Btthi are latdy fitted up, with 
AnrraieDt waitia^ and dreasii^ rooms; and 
Acre are madiiaM, equally oommodieus, on tbe 
beach, which is remftrkdble for its evenneas and 
gvadoal declivity, so much adajited for th* 
h^efll of theaa who use sea^bathiiig. 

AdjIiUiing to the north ead of the Batb-HooBe, 
R Wge aad pinsant public room waa built, in 
1788, where company are aocommodated with 
tea Bad coffee, morning am) afternoon; public 
breakfuts, and occttriMwl balla and eoacarta take 
place during the season. i<U«reKS I<»«dooaiid 
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Xlottntry iiew^pen are pravidfld; uiti Uub bmj 
be wud to be tbe moat fuhionable and agreeable 
lounge. The anbacription for the aeaaon ia JOj. 
for a gentleman, and 7s. for a lady, for the room 
and papers. Tea, coffee, the attendance of a 
band, and balls are equally reostHiable. 

The liberal conduct of the proprietor,' who has 
recendy fitted up this room at a very considerablo 
ezpence, has received the patronage wbicb is 
due to such publtc-Bpirited exertions, towanh 
mitigating tho iUa, and prometing the amnse- 
ments and comforta of Tiaitora. 

The Jetty extends 456 feet into tbe sea, and 
is 21 feet in breadth, is erected on piles of wood, 
and secured by a Btrong railing. Its length, 
breadth, and security, tbe constant change of 
Injects moving in tbe ocean within a few yards 
of its end, and the cool refreshing aea breezes 
which are equally enjoyed here as on the boson 
of the ocean, conspire to render the Jetty of 
Great Yarmouth a most interesting walk, and 
entitle it to the honour of being tiie first sti^c- 
ture of the kind in the kingdom. 

Another delightful aai ■nncli-fi'equented firo- 
menada for the company, is the Beadi, wbioh oi 
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thp MtretroatiBg at low water, tdfera an exfen- 
UTe bed of sand fm those who wish to ride or 
walk. CorneUao aod other curions atones, often 
affiird agreeiAle amuamamt to those who take 
pleasure in such porsoits. 

This view of the sea must be admitted to 
possess advantages over every other sea-bathing 
place, from the numerous shipping that pass 
and repass throu^ the roads, aod from the 
ships of war being able (o ride at at anchor 
within a mile of the shore. 

The sublime appearance of a storm, and the 
interesting ■, sulqect of the marine scene of this 
place having been beautifully described m « 
poem, must not be omitted. 

YARMOUTH BEACH. 

Frequent along the peUily Beach I pace. 
And gaze intent on Ocean's varying face; 
Now from the main rolls in the swelling tide. 
And navel on waves. In long procession ride; 
Gathering they come, till gaio'd the ridgy height. 
No more the liquid mound sustains its weight} 
It earls, it falls, it breaks with hideous nsr. 
And poBti a foandng deluge on the shore. 
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Sron the )>l«k polo, turn Ariviag tampetto tWMp, 
Tear the %kt cloa^ and vex the riiHed diept 
White on th« ikaAi* tfaa ■pootiag^ braekers rise. 
And mix the wade of wkttn with the. alu«i : 
The anchoriDg vessebf atntcb'iil in loag wny. 
Shake rroni their bounding Bides the dathing spraj'} 
Lab'ring they heave, the tight'ned cables str^D, 
And danger adds new horrors to the main. 
Then shifts the scene — nuw to the western gales 
Delighted commerce spreads her crowded sails: 
A closler'd group the distant fieets appear. 
Thai, scattering, break in varied figures near: 
Now all-illumin'd by the kindling ray, 
Swan-like, the stately vessel cuts her way: 
The fult-wing'd barks now meet, now swiftly pass. 
And leave kwg Trftoea in the liquid glass: 
Light boats, all lai), athwart the carront bwind. 
And dot with shining specks the sarlWce round. 
Nor with the day the sea-born splendors cease: 
When ev'ning luUa each ruder gale to peace. 
The rising moon with silv'ry lustre gleams. 
And shoots across the flood hcrquiVring beams. 
Or, if deep gloom succeed the sultry day, 
Ob Ocean's bosom native meteors play, 
Flash 'fhim the wave, pursue the dripping oar. 
And nfll in flaming bilhtws to the shore. 



'*%eroby 4nida. '^ The mn-of-fimr. 
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The roads mfibrd excellent anchorage, and 
are Tery lafe, being protected by the Scrobj 
and CortoD Sands; stiH die coast is particularly 
noted for being one of the most dangerous and 
fatal for sHiPWRBCKa in all Britain, a melaqpholy 
instance of which happened about the year lOOS, 
when a fleet of 200 light colliers neot out of 
these roads, with a fair wind, to pursue their 
voyage, and were taken short with a storm of 
wind at north east. After they had paned 
Winterton Ness a few leagues, some of them, 
whose masters were more experienced seaman, 
or who were not so far out as the rest, tacked> 
put back in time, add got safe into the roads; 
but the rest pushing on, in hopes to keep ont to 
sea and weather it, were by the violence of 
the- storm driven back— and being too far 
embayed to weather Winterton Ness, were 
forced to run west^ all shifting for tliemselves 
as well as they could : some ran away for Lynn 
Deeps, but few of them (the night being dark) 
could find their way thither; some, rode it out 
at a distance; the rest, being above 140 sail, 
were all driven on shore and dashed to pieces, 
and scarcely any of the people on board were 
aaved. At the same unhappy juncture, a'fieet of 
loadad ships coming from the North, and just 
crossing the same bay, weire fwdbly driven into 
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it, not able to weather the Ness, and were in- 
Tolved in the same ruin that the light fleet wu; 
also some coasting yeBseU laden vith corn from 
Lynn and Wells, and bound for Holland, were, 
with the tame unhappy luck, just come out to 
begin their TOyage, and some of them lay at 
anchor: these, also met with the same misfor- 
tune ^ so that in the whole, above 200 sail of 
ahips, and above 1000 people were lost in the 
disaster of that one miserable night. 

To the south of the Jetty is the signal station, 
erected during the late war, with the design of 
communicating with the stations of Lowestoft 
and Caistor. It is neatly kept up and inhabited 
by an officer of the Uoyal Navy, whose bene- 
volent judicious and persevering efforts in saving 
persons from shipwreck when driven on a lee 
shore, have acquired for him the esteem of 
every friend to humanity. . 

The noble pile of buildings in the viiinity of 
the signal station, are now belonging to the 
Barrack Department, and constructed by them to 
contain a limited number of troops to da the 
garrison duty of the place. It was designed for 
a lloysl Naval Hoiipital, and fitted up with 
-every attenlioD to the benevolent pnrpose for 
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which it TT&a erected, being surrounded by a 
collonade to shelter the convalesceDts from the 
inclemency of the weather, and the square bein^ 
laid out in gravel walks and grass plats, direr- 
mty the scene, and by tranqailizing the mind, 
alleviate the tediousness of confinement, and 
accelerate the recovery of health. It is open to 
visitors, and may, by application to the officer 
who has it in charge, have its various arrange- 
ments inspected. In the court yard are four 
excellent family houses for officers belonging to 
the establishment, which are provided with every 
requisite appendage for convenience and comfort 

The South Denes on which the Royal Hos- 
pitJ stands, form a delightful promontory two 
miles in lengtli, bounded on one side by the sea, 
and on the other by the river Yare. The soil 
so readily absorbs the heaviest showers, that 
immediately on their ceasing, every one may 
walk here without experiencing the slightest 
inconvenience. The Races take place early in 
August, on a part of this extensive turf, which is 
allowed to be the most beautiful course ever 
beheld, drawing together the fashionable per- 
Bonagea of all the neighbouring districts. 

Nearly in the centre of the course is erecting a 

:. .....Cookie 
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Naval Pillar * tu the memory of Lord Nsiaoir. 
The design on which it ts constructed doe* 
honour to the taleots of Mr. Wilkin, and it will 
remain a lasting monument of the gratitude of 
the Norfolk GentTemen, to a hero whose expltutt 
haTe shed so much lustre on, their native country. 
The altitude of the Pillar from the surface of 
the ground on which it stands, is to be 140 feet, 
the diameter of the column or shaft IS feet 
6 inches, the ground bounded by the lowest 
part of the plinth or pedestal SS feet square, 
and the beighth of the pedestal 27 feet. Be- 
neath the foundation stone a brass plate ia 
deposited, with a Latin inscription, of which the 
following is a translaUon. 

HORATIO LORD NELSON, 

Whom, as her first and proudest Champion in 

Naval fight, 

Britain honoured, while living, with her favour, 

and, when lost, with her tears : 
Of whom, signalized by bis triumphs in all lands. 

The whole Earth 
Stood in awe, on account of the tempered firmness 
Of his counsels, 
* EngraTiogi of it {by Mr. Coimxh) m>]' be had of 
Mnsrs. Biniet and Webster, prinlaellert, Kiag-Street.

The Armoury is on ihe west aide of the town, 
aad containa 10,000 stand of ^rms, arranged by 
the la^hl deai^ of the ealehrated Mr. Wyatt ; 
other part»of the [Hie, are to receive ordaancc 
;tores» accoutrements, &c. The whole is an 
edifice asaumiog a ju^ and becoming impor- 
tance, proportiouftte to the mBgnitude of the 
UDdertoki9g, and, to the munificence of the 
Boud« by. nhoao orddrait was erected. 

The modern defence of the town is by thres 
forts, on the -verge of the Beach, mounted with 
SZ-pounders, (erected during the American war) 
to defend it Irom the privateers which at that 
Ume infested the coast: the harbour's moutli is 
protected by two, one a mural construotion, mtii 
two small bastions, at the extremity of the denes; 
the other, on an elevated spot, on the opposite 
side of the water; they have both guns of a 
large calibre, and are garrisoned by the troops 
in barracks, On the south «de of the harbour, 
is the celebrated^ anil much-admired Pier of 
Gorleston; it was begeo in the jesit 1528, is 
built on pilesi, and ha« each face planked, extend- 
ing into the sea to divert the course ef the 
channel: it is supported by a duty on freights, 
and is under the direction of commissioners. 
Beyond its extremity, where the fresh water 
comes in contact wiUi Uie ebb of the sea, and the 
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velocity- of Ae water becones ^rftdually logt, 
- eddies are created, uid a sand banlc or bar is 
produced; in no situation is it more to be 
lamented on an exposed and dangerous coast, 
denying often security to a smali sfaip in a ^Ic 
of wind, ii^urious to commerce, and tlie probable 
loss of lives and property. To remove tlie evil 
ia practicable, which would ^ve extenluve com- 
merce, and an increase of opulence to the place, 
beyond all calculation ; facilitate the entrance uf 
ships io difitresa, and make a great national 
work. The subject deserTes the consideratioD 
of tliOBe who have the nation's prosperity and the 
welfare of the place at heart. 

The town is excellently paved, well lighted, 
and kept uncommonly neat and clean, and the 
i|>irit of the inhabitanla have spared no expence 
to fiimisb accommodation and comfort, to render 
the lisitbrs* stay pleasant. The ioB|HX>Tem«nta 
that have been made in a few years, and are sUll 
naking, are extensive, and excite astoni^ment 
in the mind of eTcry stranger. One cireum- 
stanoe occurs here which is not to be met with in 
any- other watering place whore there ia an ex- 
tenuve population, NOT A BEGCUR TO 
B£ SE£N, so admirably a the police con- 
ducted, and tiie miseries of the loner order of 
people so humanely attended to. 
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Its Kdvanta^s kb a sea-bathing place are those' 

commonly required, the shore flat and sandy, 
the water highly loaded with sea salt — as the tide 
flows from the nortli there is no large opening 
river for 100 miles in that direction, to mix its 
fresh water with the waves. 

The tur is of the purest quality, and pro- 
verbially conducive to health; agues are rare, 
and fevers more Bo; the refreshing sea breexes 
give an agreeable temperature to tbe sultry heats 
of summer, and the winters are of a bracing 
aniroatiag cold, seldom subject to frost or snow, 
but whenever frost happens it is of short du- 
ration, and snow when it occurs, never lies long 
on the ground. 

Tbe study of botany ofiers no speculation more 
curious than the attachment of plants to par- 
ticolar spots. 

/, 

Tbe coast of this place, and for about two 
aailea each way, is nearly a level common, ele- 
vated between two and three yards above high- 
water mark. From the verdant edge of this 
common to the sea, is a gentle slope, composed 
of a deep fine sand, intermixed with great 
quantities of loose pebbles, called sMngU. As 
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the tides are here uncommonly low, the highest 
not rising six feet, from high-water mark to the 
turf of the common, and ou this apparently 
desart slip of ground the present botanical ob- 
serrations are confined, and the beach to the 
southward of tlie town, is principally our field, 
•a being the roost regularly formed. 

BuNua CjIkile, Sea Rocket, in many p1ac» 
approaches nearest to the water, striking its 
fibrous roots into the loose sand, and liarbouiing 
between the stones. Its purplish flowers, re- 
sembling those of the smali kind of stock, enliTen 
the bare spot on which it grows. 

Salsola Kalli, Prickly Glasswort, is here 
but sparingly found, accompanying the former. 
It grows more plentifully on the banks of the 
river Yare, near its mouth. 

Abundo Arbnaria, Sea Red Grass, grows 
somewhat higher, in scattered tufts, forming 
Uttle hillocks of sand. It is this properly of 
binding the sand by its deep matted roots, which 
renders it so valuable ou the coasts of England 
and Holland, which are protected from the 
ocean by ranges of sand hills. At Calstor, two 
miles north of Yarmouth, begins a line of these 
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IiiIIb, of coDsiderable heiglith, on which tliis 
f^rass grows abundantly. ' 

Arenaria Peploides, Sea Chick Weed, re- 
markable for the dep^h and length to which it 
runs its roots, is found first sparingly, but after- 
wards in such plenty, that its broad stiff leaves 
make the chief verdure of the sandy beach near 
its junction with the turf of the common. 

ERTNaiuH HARiTiMtTH, Erj/ngo, or Sea Holli/.' 
This aingular and beautiful plant grows in an 
irregular scattered manner on the beach, and 
also strays higher on the common, where it is 
most naked and sandy. 

CABBxAitBNARiA,5ea-san<2Cizrex. Tbiswhere 
it begins forms a regular line at an equal distance 
from the sea, first thinly covering the sand, but 
growing thicker and thicker «s one ^oceeds 
higher. Its horizontal creeping rooU, aad * 
frequent shoots, bind the sand in the manner of 
the Reed-grass. 



CoNVOLvoLDs SoLDBNBLLi, Seu Btrdweed, 
grows most plentifully at (he edge of the junction 
of the beach with the common, or upon the 
barest s])ot8 of the latter, laying its large and 
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beuitiful fluwers upon the naked sand. It is 
really surprising to see so fine a floner growing 
abundflDtly lipoa bo exposed and barreu a soil. 

Ononis Repenb, Creeping Restkarrow. Thia 
grows thinly on the beach, but copiously on the 
Bandy parts of the common, running its stnmg 
roots vory far into the loose soil. 

Galium Veroh, Ladies Bed-straw. Thia 
appears thin and scattered about tbe junction of 
the beach with the common, but afterwards 
becomes so plentiful as to form, the chief cover- 
ing of the sandiest side of the common, scenting 
tbe air with its strong perfume when in flower. 

These are plants which may be considered as 
properly belonging to tbe sandy slope of land, 
ttom high-water mark to the level of tiie verdaij^ 
common, here c^ed the Denes. Some others 
occasionally stray into it, among which have 
been found the Hifpockaris radkata and Ceras- 
tium arvense; but these ore to be considered as 
casual guests. It is observable, that of those 
above enumerated, only the two first are annuals ; 
■ the rest are all furniabed with very strong 
running roots, peculiarly adapted to their situ- 
atioD, uid serving a most useful pui^ose in 
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confining the loose soil, vrhich would else be tora 
Rway by the Tiulence of the wind and wetcs. 

The time of the most fasluonable resort, usually 
commences in July, until the end of October, 
which is interspersed with s variety of el^ant 
amusements; on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday 
and Saturday, the Theatre is op«i : Wednesdays 
and Fridays, 'promenades, concerts or balls, has 
of late been under the direction of gentlemen 
who form regulations, and spare no attention to 
place it on the moat respectable establishment 
which they consider will best contribute to the 
convenience and pleasure of the visitors. Those 
who are fond of other amusements, need not be 
at a loss ; billiard tables there are many, and if 
aquatic e^tcursio&s are preferred, boats may 
always be procured on the beach, to take them 
to sea, or upon the broad waters, to the pleasant 
village of Burgh, where one of the most cele- 
brated and interesting remnants of Roman 
greatness still remains in good preservation. At 
other times, those who are fond of fishing, will 
find ample gratification io going up the river, 
where there ia good angfing, and excellent 
accommodation is now provided for the conve- 
mence of parties who may wish to stay and regale 
themselves, untilthe ebb tide assists theirretum. 
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The season for takiog mackarel is ia the 
middle of June, and for herrings on the 2l8t of 
September, when sueb innumerable quantities of 
these fish are daily brought in, as to exceed o» 
some occasions all belief. — These times are par- 
ticularly interesting to sncb who delight in the 
^ bustle of very active pursuit. 

There are many good houses and lodgings for 
the accommodaUon of visitors, which are not only 
neat and convenient, but rea3anaj)le, and the 
owners are desirous of studying the approbation 
of their friends. 

If medical aid should be required, no place is 
more ahly supplied; at the head o^wliicli, is one, 
whose scientifio excellence of head, is equalled 
only by the moral virtues of his heart. Those 
who know him, will not accuse me of flattery, 
but will be apt to reproach me, for being so 
sparing of commendation. 

Few places oflfer seminaries better qualified to 
give instruction to youth of both sexes than this. 
To parents and guardians who wish tostrengthen 
the constitutii>n of children by having them 
brought up in the sea air, or to prevent their 
studies from being totally neglected in the occa- 
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aioaal excnrnoB to the coast for the sake of health 
orpleasore, will find ample means of accomplish- 
iDg their laadabU piir)>oses ; as young ladies have 
tbe advantage of acquinng all the elegant and 
aocomplished education that adorns the present 
aera, and youth b%B not only the opportunity of 
being deeply versed in literature, bat rendered 
an ornament in society. 

This place has long borne the character for 
ancient hospitality, which the inhabitaots still 
retain, by exercising it to the extremest extent; 
the recollection of which, will long be registered 
in the laemory of him, who offers this humble, 
though just tribute. 

Tbe Arms of Yarmoutii being so symbolical 
to the original prosperity of the place, cannot be 
omitted. They are, per pale gules and argent, 
three demy Horn empaling three herrir^ iaib. 
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Brightwen, wbo make tiieir-bills payable at the 
house of Messn. Barclay, Trittoo, and Bevan; 
Sir Edmund Lacon and Co., at Sir James 
Esda)le'« and Co. These respectable firms afford 
great facilities to the visitors of the place. 

A fair ia annually held here on the Friday and 
Saturday in Easter week, andthe Dutch fair on 
the 31st of September nest, is to be resumed. 

■ There is a Public Library, of a well-ehoaen 
and extensive collection of books, affording mnoli 
gratificatiao to the reader, and mformatiou to 
the scholar. Also, a Concert-Room situated on 
the quay, where Amateurs often give rich treats 
of delight to the bearers : here balb likewise 
eocasionally take jJace, 'when the roona is gene- 
rally well filled with those whose happy cooq- 
teiiances are animated by the merry dance. 

The Subscription-House is a handsome build- 
ing opposite the draw-bridge, supplied with 
several duly Liondon newspapers; there is also 
an excellent billiard table, and every convenience 
to beguile the time of a tedious wet day. 

Besides Nelson's Hotel, there are various Inns

and Taverns, adapted to the different drcum- 
stances of the visitaDls, where they may be 
acconiuodaled and receive comfort with at- 
tenUon, till tJiey have provided theqiselves with 
private lodgiiigs, or taken up their residence in a 
boarding-bouse. 

The Mail from the White Horse, Fetter- Lane, 
by way of Ipswich, gets in every day about half- 
patt one o'clock; and seta out from the Duke's 
Head or Star Tavern, on the Quay, about the 
■ame time. 

The Post-Offiee is situate near the Market- 
place, and almost opposite Barnes and Webster's 
navigation -warehouse and printing-office, whose 
shop as well as Alexander's, affords a conTenient 
lounge to gentlemen of the Xavy and Army, who 
are expecting letters, which are in general, de- 
livered about an hour after the arrival of ^e Mail, 

A Coach from the Bear, near the Bridge, to 
the Spread Eagle, Grace Church -Street, by 
Bury, seta out «very Sunday, Tuesday, and 
Thursday; return* Saturday, Tuesday, and 
Thursday. 

One Tessel sails from Symonds' Wharf, and 
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anoUierfrom Smart's Quay, London, eyery Son- 
day, for tilts place; and there are also four Hull 
traders. The Steam Barge goes every Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Saturday to Norwich, and returns 
on the alternate days. 

The Wherry Barge arrives here every Monday 
and Thursday, from Norwich, and returns on 
Tuesday and Friday; and Keels, ^c. are con- 
tinually going backwards and forwards. 

Keels, &c. go weekly to Aylsham, Ado, Beo- 
cles, Bungay, Colljshall, Loddon, and North 
and South Walsh am. 

Carriers set out almost every day in the week, 
for Ijonestoft, Loddon, Wrentham, Southwold, 
Saxmundham, Halesworth, Wangford, and Ips- 
wich. 

In concluding this brief description the writer, 
after having personally examined every part of 
(he coast of this country, may venture, without 
the accusation of partiality to predict that, as a 
spot for visitors and sea bathing it will stand a 
eompetition with any watering place on the coast. 
The busy scenery of the mercantile interest in 
and about Yarmouth, varying witb the winds- 
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and leasous, conspires with the salubrity of the 
■ea breezes to repsir the health of ttie invalid, 
and to afTord a pleasant temporary retreat and 
relaxation from the faUguea of study or of

achieves, (being Ibe lOtli tn descent from 
Woden] with bis son Cerdic, and as many 
troops as five ships could cooTey, landed 
on a sand between the two havens of 
Gorleston and Citiator, where Yarmouth 
now stands ; they were vigorously attacked 
by the. Britons, whom alter a short con- 
flict, they put to flight, and to commemorate 
the event, tbe victorious chief named it 
Certlic Shore, to perpetuate his own fame : 
it was afterwards .annually visited by 
fiahermen, who lived under tlie temporary 
residenceB of tents. 

1008 — Tbe sea having coniiderably receded 
and the sand grown broader and firmer, 
(by the King's permission) houses were 
erected, and fishermen of other countries 
were induced to settle here, when a Burg 
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was founded accordtag to tlie custom of 
the times, for the mutual consideraUon of 
comfort and defence ; among tUe foremost 
residences, one was built on Fulter's-liill, 
whictf hill is still endowed with his name. 

1047 — PopalatioD hariug so far encreased, the 
place was inhabited by 70 Burgesses. 

1066 — The north haven or channel, running by 
Caistor, began most rapidly to diouk up, 
and the town considerably to enlarge. 

1100 — By Royal appointment, a magistrate was 
invested with authority to govern the 
place, under the title of Le Provest. 

1101— William Herbert, Bishop of Norwich, 
built a Chapel, on a spot called the Green- 
Mil, about half a mile to the north of the 
town, to pray for the health and prosperous 
success of the fishermen that came to fish 
here in the herring season, and placed B 
godly minister to say divine service ; but 
the very next year after the same was 
ISnished, the Barons of the Cinque Ports 
coming hither, as they usually did to fish, 
(they being then Ihn principal fishermen of 
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of England] did briag their priest with 
them, who did remove, expel, and evil 
treat the Biahop's priest, lliere formerly 
placed; whereof the Bishop having know-' 
ledge, made complaint to the king, who 
over-ruled both parties, and restored the 
Bishop's priest to his place. 

1133— The Church was built and founded by 
Herbert, called Losing;, the Bishop before 
named, then Lord Chancellor of England, 
and stiled vir peAtnioaus, from his great 
riches. 

1200 — The place first incorporated, and was 
governed by foar Burgesses, annually 
chosen. 

1359— The ChurchwasdedicatedtoSt. Nicholas, 
the patron of fishermen, when it was greatly 
enlarged the preceding year. 

1281— Leave was granted to enclose the Town 
with a wall and moat. 

1269— The Prior and Monks of the Holy 
Trinity of Norwich, held the churoh, 
Tfilued at 100 marks per annum. 
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1378 — A cell of CarmeliteH or White Friars, 
was foanded b; tlie Kin^, and afterwards 
bnrnt down in 1509; and in the same 
mgn, Godfrey Pt^im and Thomas Fas- 
tolf, fouoded tiie Predicant* w Black 
Friars. 

1287— The sea flowed into St. Nicholas' Church, 
and laid ^reat part of the town under 
water, 

1300 — Upon a inarnage proposed between 
Prince Edward, (afterwards King Edward 
II.) and the Queen of Scots, the ship- 
carpenters of this town had orders to build 
a very beautiful ship, (prteparari navem 
pulcherrimam) which was sent to Norway 
for the King's daughter, heiress of Norway 
and Scotland. 

1397 — Simon Blaking, of Martham, fled into 
St. Nicholas' Church, and confessed that 
he had broke open the house of one Hill, 
of Hemesby, and stolen a bakoo, value two 
shillings, and afterwards broke open the 
prison of South-Town; and after that, 
killed William Fitz Nicholas Blaking, of 
Martham, and abjured the kingdom, in 
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the preseB(» of the coroner, the batliflb of 
Yarmouth, &c. he wa» allowed port at 
Emelt, to tran^ort hiniBelf in 15 days. 
^uch papal abjoration lit«quently happened 
in thi8 church, especially in the reigns of 
Edward I. II. and III. The btws in 
those days. If the murderer could reach a 
church or church-yard, before he was 
apprehended, on confession of his crimes ■ 
there to a coroner, justice, &c. permitted 
him to ahjure the kingdom, without taking 
his trial, and accordingly set him at 
liberty. 

1312 — The Minorities or Grey Friars, were 
founded by Sir William Gerbridge. 

1330 — The new work at St. Nicholas' Church, 
which we before mentioned, was begun; 
the breadth of which was 17 feet, the 
length 107, within the walls ; the latter 
being the breacltit of the west end of the 
church, to which this was intended as an 
additiwi, — The castle built, supposed to 
have stood where St. Geoi^e's Chapel is 
now erected. 

1333— The office of Water Bailiff firsi instituted. 
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1337 — The Yarmouth navy consisting of 20 
men-of-war, conroyed King Edward the 
Third^s plenipotentiaries to the court of 
Haiuault, fnun Dort to Yarmouth — In 
their return, they took two Flemish ships 
laden with men, money, and proTisions 
for Scotland, with the Bishop of Glasgow 
* on board, who died of his wounds at 
• Sandwich. 

1338— The men-of-war fitted out at this place, 
were equipped, to go against the enemies 
at sea, for the space of a month, at their 
own cost and charge. 

1340 — Edward III. created J. Perebourne, 
Burgess of YarmouUi, Admiral of hia 
northern fleet. 

1343 — The King embarked on hoard the Yar- 
mouth fleet, on his expedition to Brittany, 
but while he lay intrenched before Vennea, 
Prince Lewis, of Spain, dispersed the 
fleet, by which Edward was driven to 
great streighls for want of provisions. — 
. This year the principal inhabitants were 
fined 1000 marks, for committing tres- 
passes and other unwarrantable acts od 
the sea coast 
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{343 — Edward rtturaing to BbgUnd, suinmoned 
diQ (»pt«iia» to ^pear at WfiHtniuuter, to 
account for their behaviour, but Um issue 
of tbia enquiry is not koawD. 

1347— -At tiie taking of Calais, Yanaouth a»- 
usted the King nitlt 13 ships, on board of 
wbidi were 1075 mariners. It aj^eara by 
the roll of the higb Beet of Edward III. 
before Calais, ttuit tho'e were 700 ships 
■ad 14,151 martners employed i^Hin that 
memorable occasioa, and that Yarmoudt 
then supplied the King vith more sulora 
than any sea port in England, London 
not excepted. 

1380 — A. church was «reoted in the Black 
Friars', which was bu^t in 1525. 

1348—7052 persona died oftbe plague. 

1352 — The Corporation gave to the College of 
Windsor; a last ^ rod barings, to bft 
delivered yearly for ever at Yvmouth: 
one of the reasons assigned for this gift 
was, because Kiag Edw«urd III. had beet 
bi^tized at thsit CoU^e. The grant was 
foither ««Qfifu)ed tUl the 17th of Henry 
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VT. 1439. The herrings were sometimes 
delivered in kind, and at others, a com- 
position in money was pud. In Henry 
VII. the Chamberlains were allowed in 
iheir accounts £i. by them paid to tha 
Deacon of Windior, according to ihe 
ancient custom ; this allowance continued 
till the 13th of Elizabeth, when they were 
again delivered in kind. Many disputes 
arose about the delivery of these herrings, 
which were often said to be of the worst 
quality, and as snch had been refused by 
the deputies of Windsor. ' 

1368 — John Lauwes hanged for e^iporting seven 
sacks of wool out of Kirkley road, without 
paying the cnstom. 

1383 — Richard II. came to settle some difier- 
ences subsisting between this town and 



1S85 — The staple of wool and hides was removed 
tnm Norwich and liondon to this port 

1386 — Sir Henry Percy and P. Percy, sent 
here with -300 men at arms, and 000 
archers, to guard the coast,' an invauon 
from France beii^ apprehended. 
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1427 — The town gorerned by two Burgesses 
only; and in the same year, a bridge of 
eight arches, was built across the river 
Yare. 

1 454 — John Bowyer, organist, with ten otiiers, 
amongst whom was Richard Southwell, 
Esq., member for Yar,|Qauth, receired 
th^ freedom for 26s. Sd. each. 

1«M3— John Pedle, labourer, of this place, for 
coining and uttering 18 groats, made of 
eoppflr and lead, as good and lawful 
inoDey of England, was tried, condemned, 
and banged. 

1491 — A large porpoise was sent friHn hence, as 
a present to the Ear! of Oxford. 

1494 — A charter granted for Bailiffs, Burgesses, 



1511— Sou^ Town united with Gorleston. 

1515 — The French Qiieen and Charles'Brau- 
don, Duke of Sufiblk, her husband, came, 
and were entertained by the town three 
days. They were so well satisfied with 
the urbanity and hospitality of the people. 
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and Bitufttiod of the town, thai ihcj pro- 
mised to prevail od the Kiag to pay it a visit. 

• 
15i0 — A body of rebels I^longing to Kett, being 
denied admittance by the town's -people, 
who alto refused to lupply hia camp with 
beer, or pay any respeot to bis orders, 
Kelt determined to Btorn the place; for 
this purpose a large body of those insur- 
gents having made themselves masters of 
XiOthingland, procured six pieces of ord- 
nance from LoTreatoft, and brought them 
to a close at the north end ojf Oorleston, 
intended to batter tiie town from thence; 
vbich being perceived, a party i^ town's- 
men were detached to set fire to a stack of 
liay, on the neat side of the haven, and die 
windJbeing northerly, it drove the smoke 
directly upon the face of the enemy, and 
{nrevented their seeing the approach of the 
"Yarmouth -men, who by this stratagem 
surprised the rebels, killed several, and 
to<^ 80 prisoners,' with the six pieces of 
cannon, all which they safely conveyed 
into the town. The rebels, exceedingly 
irritated by this disaster, approached the 
walls fii Ae town, and destroyed great 
pttt of the materials provided for the 
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haven, they then marohed acrow the 
Denes 4o the south g;ate, but being re- 
pulsed by the fire of the oansoa from the 
walls and moiwts, tbe) fled, and never 
more returned. 

1551 — The gnunBDar iciiDol feuaded. — ^The 
brasses from the graTe-stonea converted 
into weights and oieaBureB iat the town'*

1554 — Fifty sail of ships were lost in one day 
and night. — The haves very bad, and a 
fire-beacon erected on the top of the castle. 

1555 — The faemtitage, on the west mde of the 
haven, was given to the town. 

1562 — John Berry, one of the eigfat-and-fortiea, 
at an Assembly holden April 30, was 
expelled the society, "for immoraUtyj 
which he openly coitfessed and swore to 
the same." 

1563 — The castle rqiaired. — Herrings were so 
scarce this year, that green or fire^ her- 
rings, were sold for .f 9. a last and upwards. 
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■ ■ 156»— The mount, nojr called Chapel Mount, 
erected. — A last of herrings and a ton of 
wine were of equal value, either being sold 
' for <£8. in this town. 

1570 — The bridge was this year broken down 
and carried away by a rapid tide, wht^ 
cost to rebuild it .£403. 15s. 9d., notwith- 
Btanding J^325. had been expended on it 
in repairs the year before. 

1578 — Great preparations weremade here, for 
the entertaiainent of Queen Elizabeth, who 
was expected by the way of Suffolk; a 
siWer cup. In the form of a ship, which 
cost .£16. Wiks made on purpose to be pre- 
sented to her Majesty, but she came no 
farther than Norwich; whence the Lords 
of her retinue came here, and were ele- 
gantly* entertiuned in the Prtory, at the 
town's expence, 

1570 — ^A grievous plagne at Yarmouth, wliich 
euried off here, between May and Michael- 
mas, about 2000 people. On this account, 
the grammar school was shut up for half a 
year; and a letter received by the bailiS^, 
from the mayor, aldermen, and sheriff, of 
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Newcastle, forbidding the people of Yar- 
mouih to come thither for coals, &c. 

1583— The Scroby Saad (ao called from its 
situation near a small village of that name, 
on the cosBt] was swept away by a strong 
easterly wiod and tide, and became sea 
agE)iu, having emerged from the water but 
a few years before, and formed itself into 
8 small island. About 1576, it became 
entirely dry land, and raised its head so 
much above bigb-water mark, that grass, 
&C. grew on it, and sea fowl» made choice 
. of it for the building their nests, so that 
in fact it was a small island, whither Yar- 
moutli people used to go, . in the summer 
season, in order to pass an agreeable day, 
in suck recreations as their fancy led them 
to. Hence it appears, that on August 3, 
1580, the bailiSs, with a respectable com- 
pany, of gentlemen, burgesses, mariners, 
&c. went down to take forma) possession 
of this spot, by the name of Yarmouth 
Island, where they all dined, and spent 
the day in festivity. From the circum- 
stance of its appearance, they did imagine 
that it would soon accumulate, and become 
of some importance to the town. Sir 
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Edward Clerc, Knt. Uterefore, <^p08ed 
them Id the possesBion of it, claiming it 
liimicif, as a parcel of his maDor of Scroby, 
and for that purpose erected a frame vf 
timber upon it as a testimoay of his claim. 
It was the more eagerly cuatended for, on 
account of the many valuable goods that 
were often cast ashore tbere, from ships 
lost OD tlie coast, pariionlarly this year, 
(1582) when several parcels of silk, wax, 
he. were found there, and carried to 
Yarmouth, in spite of Sir Edward's claim. 
The contest, however, was of short du- 
ration. Tl>e sea put in its more powerful 
clium, received again its prt^rty, and left 
Sir Edward and the people of Yarmouth 
"not ft wreck behind," whereby to keep, 
alive the fruitless contest. 

1660— The Ihitch Chapel built, which has since 
been converted into a Theatre. 

1602— The Ballast Quay made. 

1608 — Yarmouth made a free borough, by char- 
ter, by the title of Bailiff, Aldermen, Bur- 
gesses and Commonalty. — The Admiralty 
jimsdictioD granted. 
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1610 — The gutter§ and drains on the Quay, 
were neatly covered, which contributed 
much to the convenience of the place, as 
they had before been a great nuisance. 

1611 — A great scarcity of herring this year, 
a laat of Windsor herrings being sold for 
.£15. Ss. 

1614 — loo jacobuaea were presented to King 
James, by the town, n a mark of thdc 
loyalty and affection to him. 

1613 — The custom for the BaiKffs electing a 
free-man each, annulled. 

1021— The castle pulled down. 

163S — An order made, that no poor people 
should be married, unless titey should first 
procure the hand writing of ^e alderman 
and chief constable of the ward wherein 
they lived, for that purpose. 

1696 — The town divided into eight wards. 

1631 — An agreement made with the post-master 
of Ipswich, to pay him SOj. a quarter for 
bringing and carrying letters to -and fruiu 
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Yarmouth to London, for ibe Dse of the 

tonn. 

1632 — A pctty-Bessiens held fiw serrants. 

1633 — The ordinance nhich had formerly been 
made, eDJoining all the aldermen'i wiTes 
to wear velvet bats only, was anDuiled. 

1635 — The Ship-carpentera' Company incorpo- 
rated, and diflBolved 1641. 

1612— The town collected ^136. for the relief 
of bis Majesty's distressed subjects in 
Ireland. 

1653 — General Monk being in Aldborouo^h road, 
granted his warrant to tree tlie fishermen - 
in the herrino; fair, from beiog impressed 
into the service of the states. 

1656 — There having been a terrible fire at 
Southwold, in Suffolk, by which three- 
fourths of tbe town was laid in ashes, and 
the inhabitants thereby sorely distressed, 
this place humanely sent the poor of that 
town, 20 coombs of wheat, 10 of rye, and 
£IQ. in money. 
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1661 — Tlie town being in arrear in their grant 
of herringB to Ihe College of WintUor for 
three yean, after mnch unwillingneu, waa 
settled. 

1664 — Died ofthe plague 2500 persoDs, amongst 
whom were both the ministem of the 
Church. 

1667 — The oyeraeers of the poor got a die to 
cmn farthings, at which tlie King was 
much offended; and therefore, in 1673, 
Lord Townshend waa prevailed on by the 
town, to petition the King in their behalf, 
that he would be pleased to pardon the 
offence; the expences in which, cost the 
town ^90. 

1671— King Charles II. with the Duke of York, 
and many of the Nobility, came here, and 
were entertained by tiie Corporation, which 
cost them ^1000. They presented the 
King with four golden herrings and a 
chain, valne ^350. 

1672 — The Duke of York's abip being in 
Southwold Bay, the town sent him as a 
pceaent, a hogshead of white wine, 8 
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tieccea of cUret, 6 eheep, 6 luMbs, a diest 
oTlnDoiw, 100 fowU uid frerit &b.— The 
seih erf May, the Cogliah ud Datch fleets 
came to an epgagement in the aboTe- 
mentioned bay, daring which, the report 
of the gaoM wa> heard here. 

1677— The ground betwixt the walls and the east 
side of the town, from the Market-I^aoe 
to the Friars* Lut, was toiid tat £2305. 
17*. M. 

1678 — The growid between the wails and the 
new bwldiDga was leTelled, the Rope 
Hakiera' poets puUed up, and the whole 
made fit for passage. 

1681 — The whole body of freemen claimed a 
right of electing members for the town, 
and acoordiogly chose Sir Jjunes Johnson, 
KnL and George England, Esq. Before 
this, the Corporation had usu^y taken 
upon then this famiaeng, sometimas by a 
majority of the aasamUy, and sometimes 
by an inquest of 6 aldermen and 6 common 
ceuDcilBen. ' 

1688— Tbe charter granted in 1699> snix^dered 
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to King Charles II. who next year granted 
a charter of incorporatioD, by the name of 

Mayor, &c. 

1687 — Prince George of Denmark, landed here, 
from whence he went post, the same day, 
■for Windsor. 

1688— Tfaia and all the other Boroughs, fiw. 
were reduced by proclamation, to the 
same state of government as before the 
surrender of diartera to Charles II. 

1603 — William III. landed here, and was ele-* 
gantly entertained by the Corporation, at 
the expeuce of ^160. 

1702 — Queen Anne, in her first year, renewed 
the old charter of Mayor, &C. by which 
police the town is now governed. — The 
Fishermen's Hospitri was built this year. 

1712 — Near 20 persons, in their passage hence, 
for Norwich, in a wherry, were drowned 
in Braydon. 

1715— The Chapel bnUt 
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1716— Tlie New HaU buUt, 

1718 — George I. settled, tfaat evei^Msjor. ahould 
have ^100. towkrda the expences of bia 
mayoralty year. — The ditpute respecfiug 
tli^ grant of herripga, iras compromiaed on 
paying ^0. for that year, aod .£8. for the 
future; though tbey now pay ^flO. per 
umum to the Dean and Canons, of Wiadr . 
spr, in lieu of the same^— It wa» agreed 
this year, that the two lajrti and.every buc- 
ceedjng niayoi;,.sboiUd.receiTe <£100k each 
in lieu of the fiabing thousand. 

1733— Th« New Guild-Hall built. 

1734~Tbe Charity School biiilt by subscription. 

17S9 — A contribution, of ^50. wa? raised by the 
town, for the relief of the Eaglish,pri8oner8 
atM^^iMtez, 

1733— The orgwM in. twth Churcb^nd Chapel 
erwted by tb«) Coi^oration. 

1731 — ^A subscription was set on foot, by which 
was purchased a golden chuo, and an tp- 
pendant medal, having the arms of the 
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Corporation on one side, and a ship under 
sail on the reverse, to be worn by every 
Mayor of the Corporation during his re- 
spective mayoralty, for ever. The whole 
coat ^106. and Sd., but th£ medal was 
ordered to be sold iu 1746, in order to 
purchase an additional len^h of cAiain itiih 
the money. 

1744 — Samuel Killett, Ksq. alderman, gave to 
the Corpontioo a lUvbr oar, doable gilt. 

1798 — An aot for the better recovery of small 
debts, within the IU>0rtiet of the Bar^, 
obtained. 

1759— The sea-baths erected. 

1766 — This year, on account of the very en- 
hanced price of provisions, a subscripUoa 
was set on foot here, for supplying the 
poor with bread, at a reasonable rate. It 
was liberally supported by the inhabitants ; 
corn was twtJght, a baliing-office hired, and 
the su})ply was conducted io the following 
maoDer: — the poor of each Ward were to 
apply to the subscrilwre of tiieir respective 
wards for tickets, which were registered.

Kiid numbered correspondent to the aame 
nucnber id a register book, kept on purpose, 
wberein, Kgalnst each Dumber, was the 
name of the pauper, his occupation, the 
number of his family, and the loaves whicli 
were to be deliveced. Each ward had 
particular hours of application, to prevent 
conrusion. Thus on producing the ticket> 
the reg^ister was referred to, and the num- 
ber of loaves delivered accordingly, at 
three-pence the quartern loaf, wdgtung 
ilb. l4oz. when a Mmilar loaf, with lloz. 
less weight, was sold by the bakers at 
tive-penoe. This very seasonable relief 
co&lJDued from the 8th of January, to the 
25th April, 17S7, in which time, upwards 
of 60,000 loaves were disposed of in tlus 
laudable manner. 

1778 — Theatre built, which was opened with

The inhaUtanta had bat little notice 
of the event before they were put on 
riiore — they received them however, vridi 
that g^eroin aympadiy wbicb character- 
izes fin^liabmen, and every - mark, of 
respect was shown to these nnfertanste 
personages that tlie time would admit of.

The very great loyalty of this 
tonn never shewed itself more than upon 
this last event, the air was rent t^ith the 
aoelamations of the inhabitants, who seemed 
to vie With each other in expressions of 
regard to him ; the horses were taken from 
his chaise, and he was drawn roand the 
town by the pet^le: in the then critical 
state of a&lra, nothing could be more gra- 
tifying than this display of attachment to a 
branch of the Royal Faiaily, and his Royal 
Highness seemed thoroughly sensible of it, 
bowing in the most familiar manner, and 
taking every opportunity of gratifying the 
curiosity of the people : too much praise 
cannot be given to General Leiand wbo ' 
.commanded here, for his very great at- 
tention both to the Princesses and the 
Duke; to tiie former it was marked with 
such homaaity and respect as interested 
every beholder, and must entitle him to 
their highest regard. 
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1796 — June 24, the first squadron of mcn-of- 
war, that came into these Roads, co:is'.sted 
of the following ships : —

From this time, these Roads becanie the 
active statioD of a North Sea squadron. 

1797 — Admiral Duncan, with the North Sea 
fleet under his command, defeated the 
Dutch uader Admiral De Winter, un the 
1 Ith of October, and returned to this station 
witbii) a few days afterwards, with seven 
8ul of Uie line, two of 50 guns each, one 
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or 44, lod one of 33, prises. The 
wounded were landed and conveyed to 
the buTscks, where every biunane effort 
wu px^rled for their comfort. CKptxin 
Van Ryaoori, of the Hercules, died a few 
day* after landing, aud hiM funeral was 
dittingurshed by every mark of military 
honour. 

1901 — In March, Admiral Lord Nelson, arrived 
in theae Roads, vnlk his flag flying on 
board the London, of 98 guns, to join the 
fleet under Admirals Diclison and Parker, 
forming one of the grandest and largest 
fleets ever seen here, under the British* 
flag. Admirals Sir Hyde Parker and 
Nelson sailed with their division, consist- 
ing of 17 sail of the line, 3 frigates, 3 
sloops, 2 brig cutters, 3 cutters, 2 luggers, 
1 schooner, gun-brjgs, and 7 bombs, for 
Copenhagen. — The Invincible of 74 guns, 
Adm. Tutty, in going to join this fleet, was 
wrecked on the Ridge, and outjof a crew 
consisting of 500, only the Admiral, two 
Lieutenants, three Midshipmen, and about 
100 men, were saved. 

1804 — The crane on the Jetty removed from its 
dilapidated slate. 
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180S— The Jetty totally destroyed by a severe 
storm, attended by a very high tide. 

1807— On the 18th of February, in a \ioleat 
^le of wind, nbich was fatal to the lives 
of mauy on this coast. His Majesty's gun- 
brig, the Snipe, was stranded near the 
haven's mouth, and sixty-seven persons oo 
board perished, from the impossibility of 
conveying a rope to their assistance by aay 
method then in use, though they were aot 
more than fifty yards from the shore. 

1808 — The expedition against Copenhagen, 
under the commands of Admiral Lord 
Gambier and General Lord Cathcarl, reor 
dezvoused here^ consisting of one hundred 
stul of King's sliips, and four hundred 
transports. 

In the same year, on the 12th February, 
the Brig Elizabeth was wrecked iu a tre- 
mendous storm on Ibis beach, from which 
the crew were happily saved, by means of 
a rope affixed (o a shot fired from a mortar 
over the vt^ssel, after every other attempt 
to make a communication and to rescue the 
people on board had proved lueQi^ctual: 
onehundrj^d and tliirty-seven persons hava 
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now been aaTed by the eropIoymeDt of 
Minilar means, even at the distance of 
three hundred yards from the land. 

1600 — Qustavns abdicated the throne of Sweden, 
and landed here under the title of Count 
GottoiT. — The Jetty was likewise rebuilt 
and lengthened, at the expeoce of ^5500. 

1810 — Application to Parliament was made for 
the better paving, lighting, oleanstng, and 
watching the town, and for removing 
Duisances and annoyances ; also for making 
other improvemeitts therein. 

1811 — St. Nicholas' Church repaired and beauti- 
fied. 

1813 — In Oorleston, the Steeple, which was 
part of an ancient Monastery, and a noted 
sea mark leading into Yarmouth Roads, 
fell down. 

1811 — Apiil IMh the overthrow of Buonaparte, 
and (he restoration of Louis XVIU. to the 
Throne of France, was commemorated by 
the inhabitants of Yarmouth giving a 
grand Festival Dinner to the poor, and all 
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peraooa residing ia the towD, or who 
^ouldbe inclined to partake of it The 
taUes lud fur the occasion extended id one 
uninterrupted line of the South Qaay, and 
three other lines of tables were spread 
upon the spacioiu plain near the Town 
HaU, making 3408 feet in length of tables, 
at which 8033 persons sat and partook of 
the following bill of fare provided for them, 
viz. fiSUlbs. of prime beef, 1339/£«. of suet, 
3124^:^. of raisins, 8080 penny hiaTcs, 8 
sacks, 19 stone, and lOlbs. of flour, 70 
barrels- of ale, pipes, tobacco, &c., &c. 
The people of the Fishermen's Hospital, 
of the Work-house, and the Charity 
S<^oola, were also provided with a similar 
fare at their respective establishments ; and 
those aged and infirm who could not par- 
take of this public bounty, had money 
distributed to them at their private homes. 

1816 — The great and general pressure of the 
times compelled the poors dues to ba 
riused and rated at 36$. in the pound, the 
inbabituits nevertbdess cheerfully stepped 
forward to relieve the distresses of the 
]6wer order of people by a large sub- 
acriptioD, to give employment to all who 
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were inclined to work. To this event tlie 
the ^e«t improvemenlB on the Soatta 
Denes is to be ascribed, which wilt, while 
exliibitin^ a monument to the philan- 
thropby of the opnient of the place, per- 
petuate a lasting credit on thoie under 
whose auspices the labour was undertaken, 
and BO judiciously performed. 

1817 — The ceremony of laying the foundatioD 
stone of a pillar, to hand to posterity the 
name and trooscendant exploits of the 
illustrious and immortal NELSON, took 
place on the 15th of August. The Pro- 
eession being marshalled at the Town 
Hall, attended by an immense concourse 
of persons, moved to the spot in the fol- 
lowing order:
